He was born March 18, 1816, the house 


site of that which has been his home the 
past 30 years. Mr. Ross early developed 
an intelligent mind and a strong desire 


for an education. In pursuance of this 
desire, as soon as he had finished the 
public school course he went to the 
academy at Kent’s Hill, Me., then to 
the Ellington preparatory school in Con- 
necticut, and finally graduated at Middle- 
town, Conn. He was a man of fine 
physique and his mental qualities were 
vigorous. He had a ready wit anda 
keen appreciation of humor. His judg- 
ment was excellent, his perception keen, 
and his habit of thought strong and 
progressive. After leaving school as a 
student he entered the teachers’ ranks, 
where he remained 30 years. For 
several years Mr. Ross was principal of 
the High school in Kennebunk, Me. 
He also taught several years in Ipswich. 
As a teacher he was eminently success- 
ful, and many of our citizens remember 
with pleasure his pleasant rule in the 


schoolroom. In 1863 Mr. Ross was a 


member of the Maine legislature as 
representative from Kennebunk, when 
many important questions regarding the 
Civil war came up for legislation. After . 
his return to Ipswich, Mr. Ross spent 
15 years as bookkeeper at the house of 
correction. He possessed ‘the pen of a 
ready writer,’ and for several years was 
a regular correspondent of the Salem 
Observer and other papers. In politics, 
Mr. Rossalways was a staunch Republi- 
can. One of the last acts of his busy 
life was to go to the polls Nov. 7 and 
deposit his ballot for Candidate Guild. 

Mr. Ross’ religious affiliation was with 
the Methodist church. He was con- 
verted in 1839, during the pastorate of 
Rev. Joel Knights, and very soon after 
united with the church to which for 66 
years he has been loyal and devoted. 
Mr. Ross will be greatly missed, not 
only in church circles here but also at 
Asbury Grove where, for many years, 
he has spent his summers. 

Mr. Ross was married three times, his 
first wife being Miss Lucinda S. Russell, 
who lived but little more thana year 
after her marriage. His second wife 
was Miss Sarah Russell, a sister of the 
first wife, and both were daughters of 
the late Andrew and Dorothy Russell of 
Ipswich. Mr. Ross’ third wife, who 
survives her husband, was Miss Olive 
Stevens of Kennebunk, Me. Mr. Ross 
leaves a widow, one son, Frank A. Ross 
of Ipswich, and three daughters, Miss 
Lizette S. Ross of Ipswich, Mrs. Geo. 
A. Purdy of Kennebunk, and Miss Annie 
W. Ross of Gardner, Mass. Seven 
grandchildren also will mourn for the 
dear “Grandpa” with whom they always 
“kept Thanksgiving’ and spent their 
grandfather’s birthday. 

Mr. Ross was a member of the Ma- 
sonic fraternity, although not actively 
interested during the last years of his 
life. . 

His funeral was held Nov. 28th, from 
the Methodist” church. A_ noticeable 
feature of the congregation was the 
many ‘‘silvered heads,” as naturally 
those must have who were the contem- 
poraries of Mr. Ross. The service was 
conducted by Rev. Frederic Woods, 
pastor of the church, assisted by Rev. 
George F. Durgin of Cambridge, a 
former pastor and friend of Mr. Ross. 
The lesson from Holy Writ was read 
by Mr. Woods, who also pronounced a 
brief, but fitting eulogy, speaking in elo- 
quent terms of the long life of integrity 
and devotion which had been so happily 
ended. Rev. Mr. Durgin offered prayer.

The Lilac.

If the rent of any Lot is not paid within 
six months after date of bill, or if any Lot 
remains unused for two years, such lot is 
forfeited. 

The Lot is let subject to all Rules and 
Regulations made for the government of 
the Camp Meeting and Grounds. 

Any Lessee violating any of these con- 
ditions shall forfeit the Lot, and the 
Committee on Grounds shall have the 
right to remove the tent or cottage from 
the Grounds, two days after a written 
notice has been given, in person or by 
mail. 

Cottages are not to be occupied during 
the winter except by the consent of the 
Corporation.

VESUVIUS MURDEROUS. 


’ 


Thousands of Lives Claimed by Volcano in 
1,827 Years. 


Vesuvius has been more than ordi- 
uarily active within the past few years, 
offering a spectacle of keen interest — 
of which tourists have not failed to take 
advantage 

In 1895, 1899, and 1903, the moun- 
tain’s energies have been violent enough 
to convey dreadful suggestions of pos- 
sible disaster, but happily they were only 
suggestions. 

The present eruption, which began 13 
days ago, has been heralded by many 
signs of trouble, extending back to last 
spring. At one time, last June, the 
Prefect of Naples felt sufficient appre- 
hensions to cause him to warn the teem- 
ing population about the sides of Vesuvius 
to be prepared to abandon their homes 
at a signal. 

The fertile slopes of Vesuvius have at- 
tracted from the most ancient times a 
swarming population of vine-growers and 
farmers, and a great number of hamlets 


and villages dot the country about, to-| 


gether with the large towns of Portici, 
Resina (on the site of ancient Hercula- 


neum), Torre del Greco, Torre Annun- | 


ziata, Oltanjo, Boscoreale, and Anastasia, 
places of 10,000 to 25,000 inhabitants. 
The magnificent scenery, with 


its | 


charm of outlook upon the Bay of! 


Naples, has led hundreds of persons to 


build handsome country seats along and | 
near the shore, one of the most noted | 


being Favorita, the chateau occupied by 
Ismail Pasha, once Khedive of Egypt. 

The first recorded eruption of Vesu- 
vius was that which destroyed Hercu- 
laneum and Pompeii, Aug. 29, 79, A.D. 
Sixteen years before that an earthquake 
seriously damaged those two cities, both 
populous “summer resorts”’ of the 
wealthier Romans. 

On the fatal day, familiar to all read- 
ers through Bulwer’s tale, the mountain 
burst and buried under ashes and lava 
the two cities and all the surrounding 
villages. It is estimated that 60,000 
perished then. 

It was by that eruption that the pres- 
ent peak was formed. Before that, 
there is good reason to believe what is

now called “Monte Somma,”’ a rounded | 


crater surrounding the cone, was the ex- 
treme height of the mountain. 

The height of Mount Vesuvius varies 
from 3,900 to 4,300 feet, according to the 
growth or subsidence of the lava cone. 

Vesuvius rested for 124 years. Again, 
in the year 203, under Septimus Severus, 
there was an eruption worth recording. 
In 472 the volcano belched ashes, which 


‘in the village of Somma. 


fell in all then known parts of Europe 
and even in Asia Minor and the northern 
part of Africa. Other violent disturb- 
ances appear the records of 512 
and 982. 

The first reported discharge of liquid 
lava appeared in the year 1036. Down 
to the year 1150 there had been nine 
eruptions in all. From that year to 


in 


1631 the volcano was quiet, but in that} 
year there was a tremendous flow of! 
lava, with violent explosions and the dis- | 


charge of torrents of boiling water. This 
eruption overwhelmed the places now 
most in peril—Torre Annunciata, Torre 
del Greco, 
coreale. 
There are authentic and detailed de- 
scriptions of this eruption. Vesuvius 
was wholly covered in that year with 
woods and bushes, and cattle were taken 
to graze within the crater. On Dec. 16, 
1631, a huge cloud of smoke and ashes 
arose in conical form, making day like 


night in Naples, 10 miles from the sum-| 


mit. The cloud extended over the whole 


/southern .portion of Italy, as far as 


Tarentum.

convulsed by terrific earthquakes and 
seven streams of lava poured out, over- 


flowing the doomed villages. In all, 
3,000 lives were destroyed in_ this 
disaster. 


From May to August, 1707, the vol- 
cano was in constant eruption, showering 
ashes upon Naples and keeping that city 
in a long-continued state of panic. 
Vesuvius was again persistently active 
from 1717 to 1737. In 1760 and 1767 
active, severe eruptions occurred, the 
latter sending lava into Portici, five 


/miles southeast of Naples, and scovial 


fell in the city itself. Red hot stones 
in vast numbers were hurled 2,000 feet 
above the crater in 1779, spreading 
terror throughout the again populous 
neighborhood of the mountain. 

Again the lava flow claimed many 
human victims in 1794. This eruption 
was the first to be observed in the mod- 
ern scientific spirit by men of Franklin’s 
cast of mind. The streams of lava pre- 
cipitated themselves into the sea beside 
Torre del Greco, and more than 400 per- 
sons perished there. Ashes from the 
volcano fell as far away as Chilti and 
Taranto. This eruption tore a hole in 
the side of the mountain near its base, 
which filled up with molten Java. One 
of the lava streams was estimated as 
containing more than 46,000,000 cubic 
feet: 

Leopold von Buch observed the erup- 
tion of 1805, and Humboldt that of 1822, 
In the latter year the whole top of the

cone was blown off, and a chasm 3 miles 
in circumference and more than 2,000 
feet deep was formed. 

After inferior eruptions in 1850 and 
|1855 came the impressive demonstration 
of 1858, when the cone sank 195 feet 
below its former height. On Dec. 8, 
1861, another violent outbreak devas- 
tated Torre del Greco for the third time. 

After a decade of quiet, the sleeping 
giant’s fury again burst forth, beginning 
in January, 1871, and culminating in the 
great eruption of April 24 to 30, 1872. 
During this terrible week lava was 
ejected on every side of the mountain. 

At the Atreo del Cavallo (horse cave), 
a deep sickle-shaped valley between 
Monte Somma and Vesuvius proper, a 
crowd of tourists were collected to watch 
the eruption on April 26. Suddenly a 
huge stream of lava burst out of new 
vent close by them, and 20 of the spec- 
tators were caught by and perished in 
the molten torrent. Many others were 
injured by a shower of hot stones from 
the summit. 

A tablet near the Royal Observatory 
on a shoulder of the mountain close by, 
commemorated this disaster. The tablet 
itself may have been destroyed in the 
recent upheaval. 

The torrent which killed the tourists 
in 1872 partly destroyed the towns of 
|Massa and San Sebastiano. It ran 12 
miles in three hours. At the same time, 
amid terrific thundering, a huge cloud of 
smoke and ashes was emitted, which 
arose to a height of 8,000 feet. The 
lava flow of this eruption covered an 
area of two square miles, and averaged 13 
feet in depth. This destroyed property 
worth $600,000. 

The series of eruptions of 1897 and 
1898 did not proceed from the main sum- 
mit, but burst new and small craters 
from the side of the mountain looking 
toward Naples, from which city the glow 
of the fires within could be seen plainly 
at night. 

The series of 1903 was spectacular 
and even alarming, with frequent lava 
overflows.—New York World.

At Bishop Haven’s Grave, 


It was an interesting hour at noon, 
Saturday, April 7, when 140 members of 
the New England Conference, in session 
at Malden, marched, in quiet procession, 
to the cemetery, and around the grave of 
Bishop and Mrs. Gilbert Haven held a 
memorial service for this best beloved 
(in New England especially) of the long 
line of honored Bishops of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. Bishop Moore pre- 
sided, and made brief introductory re- 
marks. Dr. j. O. Knowles paid an 
earnest, tender, sympathetic tribute to 
his memory. Dr. Daniel Steele could 
not be present, but sent the following 
address, which was read by Dr. C. F. 
Rice. Dr. William F. Warren made a 
beautifully appropriate prayer, and Dr. 
W. R. Newhall pronounced the benedic- 
tion. Dr. William I. Haven, secretary 
of the American Bible Society, and Mrs. 
Sarah O. Cox, now 94 years of age, son 
and sister of Bishop Haven, were pres- 
ent. Dr. Steele’s address wasas follows: 


“T would gladly speak in person to you |

It is appropriate 
that one so familiar with him should 
speak at his grave.

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Death of Charles L. Burnham, the 
Well-Known Excursion Manager. 


Charles L. Burnham, a former mem- 
ber of the city council, and for many 
years engaged in business, and later a 
well-known excursion manager, passed 
away at his home on Dane street, Bev- 
erly, Nov. 30, 1905, after a long illness, 
at the age of 62 years. 

For some time Mr. Burnham had not 
enjoyed the best of health but despite 
his illness he kept at work and it was not 
until his last illness that he gave up his 
grip on his work. 

Mr. Burnham was born in Beverly 
June 8th, 1844, and when about two years 
of age his parents moved to Essex, 
where his mother now lives. When five) 
years of age his father, who had always 
been a sea-faring man, was lost at sea off | 
Boon Island on the coast of Maine on | 
his homeward passage from the Bay of 
Fundy by coming in collision with an | 
unknown vessel in the night during a| 
severe storm. Of a crew of 10 men not 
a one was left to tell the story. 

At the age of 10 years, Mr. Burnham 
started out in life for himself, and one) 
morning in April with a bundle of clothes | 
under his arm commenced to seek a 
place where he could make his own liv- 
ing. He founda place on the farm of 
the late Daniel Norton of Essex. He 
remained with him until November of 
the same year, when he returned home| 
to attend school during the winter 
months. The following spring he started 
out to learn the shoemaker’s trade being 
required to peg 20 pairs of shoes per day 
as well as assisting in finishing the same. 
This business he followed for four years, | 
spending his winters at home and at the 
same time attending school. The next 
spring he entered the employ of Procter 
Brothers at Gloucester, being the 
youngest of seven clerks in the store. 
He remained there until June, 1861, 
when he again returned to Beverly and 
this place has been his home for most 
of the time since.

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Legends of Mount Washington 


Lofty, cloud-piercing ‘‘ Agiochook!”’ 
How thy enshrouded summit impressed 
the simple superstitious mind of the im- 
aginative Indian! How his fanatical soul, 
filled with the religious zeal of the red 
savage, shrank in terror from thy angry 
moods and gazed fondly and reverently 
in admiration at thy kinder countenance ! 

To the Indians “Agiochook,” which 
meant ‘‘ The place of the Great Spirit of 
the forest,” was a mysterious world, a 
land reaching to their heaven, which the 
Manitou visited and enriched with his 
presence. ‘“‘Agiochook” was a general 
term applied to all the territory encom- 
passed by the White Mountains, but 
more particularly to Mt. Washington. 
Monarch among the mountains, the 
loftiest peak, Mt. Washington, was a 
fitting place for the Manitou, from which 
to deal forth his desires, whether punish- 
ment or reward. 

This region was populated by two 
tribes of the Abenakis, the Sokokis or 
Pequawkets and the Pemigewassets. 
These Indians were advanced over their 
“neighbors in many of the customs of 
civilization, and today, in mounds in the 
vicinity, are found traces of their former 
habitation — rough earthenware dishes, 
tomahawks of an improved style, and 
various utensils showing an advance 
ahead of theaverage New England tribes. 
Their superstitions were many, and their 
legends, which had been handed down 
from generation to generation, were 
sacredly believed in and adhered to. 

Regarding Mt. Washington, it was 
their belief that countless ages back the 
entire world except the White Moun- 
tains was destroyed. The great Manitou 
had been displeased at his children, and 
in his wrath sent a dreadful deluge, which 
completely submerged the earth. A 
great powwow and his web fled to the 
mountains, and by the aid of the Mani- 
tou were lifted to the summit of Mt. 
Washington. They brought with them 
a hare, and after the deluge has ceased 
and they had been on the mountain top 
for many moons, the powwow released 
the hare. It scampered down the moun- 
tain side, but after a time returned, 
carrying some dry blades of grass in his 
mouth. They then descended the moun- 
tain, and finding the flood had subsided 
they built a tepee. They lived here for 
a number of years and had many chil- 
dren, and from them sprang the Abenaki 
Indians.

Not until 
the mound was razed and the present 
Fabyan House erected was the curse 
dispelled.

At Fabyan, New Hampshire, near the 
foot of Mt. Washington and close by the 
side of the present Fabyan House, was, 
a mound about thirty feet in height | 
known as the Giant’s Grave, the burial 
tomb of some prehistoric sagamore, who 
had successfully led his followers in battle | 
against the other nation. Great was his’ 
prowess and marvelous his strength, and 
when at last he felt the breath of life 
departing, he selected this mound as his 
tomb. Standing on the hill which should | 
be his grave, on a dark night, he waved 
a burning firebrand o’er his head, and in| 
a voice which echoed to the mountain | 


many, many times larger, then possibly 
you can imagine what San Francisco 
looks like. People in the tenement sec- 
tion were burned out without time to 
save anything, some barely with their 
night clothes, others with a shirt thrown 
over them, and even then no shoes or 
stockings.”

Views of Professor Tarr, America’s 
Seismic Authority 


Ralph Stockman Tarr, formerly of 
Gloucester, Mass., professor of dynamic 
geology and physical geography at Cor- 
nell, and perhaps the most noted author- 
ity in America on seismic disturbances, 
telegraphed to the New York Times his 
views on the causes of the disaster at 
San Francisco as follows : 

Ninety-four per cent. of all recorded 
earthquake shocks occur in two narrow 
zones following two great circles of the 
earth. One of these passes through the} 
West Indies, Mediterranean, Caucasus 
and Himalaya regions, and in this belt 
53 per cent. of all recorded earthquakes 
have occurred. 

The other, in which California lies, 

encircles the ‘Pacific, following the An- 
des, the mountains of Western North 
America, the Aleutian Islands, Japan, 
and the East Indies. Forty-one per cent. 
of all known shocks have occurred in 
this belt. 
’ Other regions on the earth have sup- 
plied but 6 per cent. of recorded earth- 
quakes, and these for the most part were 
of slight intensity. Consequently, areas 
outside these belts are in slight danger 
of earthquakes. The two zones of recent 
shaking are also regions of volcanic 
eruptions and growing mountains. 

The great majority of the active vol- 
canoes of the earth lie in these belts, and 
geological evidence proves conclusively 
that in these zones the mountains are 
still rising. These two phenomena, vol- 
canoes and growing mountains, account 
for the vast majority of earthquake 
, shocks. The movements of the lava and 
of the pent-up steam preceding and ac- 
companying volcanic eruptions send out 
tremors and shocks through the earth. 
But the most extensive and violent shak- 


lis probable that this 


ing occurs when the rocks break or move 
along previous breaks, called faults. Then 
a succession of jars passes through the 
crust, often doing great damage. Such 
movements result from the strains to 
which the rigid crust of the earth is sub- 
jected in the process of mountain growth. 

It is too early to pronounce a final 
opinion upon the nature and cause of 
the San Francisco earthquake, but from 
what has been said it will be seen that it 


shock is the result 
of movements along one or more fault 
lines in the course of the natural growth 
of the Coast Ranges, which geologists 
have long known two be still in progress 
throughout the entire extent of Califor- 
nia. That the Coast Ranges, are grow- 
ing is proved by numerous evidences. 
There are upraised short lines at various 
points along the Calfornia coast, proving 
recent uplift. The very bay of San 
Francisco is the result of a geologically 
recent subsidence of this part of the 
coast which has admitted the sea into 
the gorge that the Sacramento river for- 
merly cut across the Coast Ranges. This 
forms the Golden Gate, and in the 
broader mountain valley behind the sea 
has spread out to form the bay. 

A further reason for knowing that the 
mountains of this region are growing is 
the frequency of earthquake shocks in 
California. Every year there are from 


25 to 40 earthquakes recorded in the, 
state, and not a few of these have been | 


felt in San Francisco itself. For ex- 


ample, on March 30, 1898, there was a, 
shock which did damage to the extent of | 


$342,000 at the Mare Island navy yard. 
The city is in a region of earthquake 
frequency, and itself seems to be near 
aline of movement. Whether the centre 
of greatest disturbances of the present 
shock is in or near the city cannot yet 
be told, though the meagre reports so 
far received indicate this. If it is, San 
Francisco is in danger of future disasters. 

It is the cxperience in the study of 
earthquakes due to fault movement that 
the slipping may extend through a period 
of days before the strain is fully re- 
lieved. This was illustrated in the 
Yakutat bay earthquake, which lasted 
17 days. Therefore, it need not be sur- 
prising if the shock of yesterday is fol- 
lowed by others, but this is not an abso- 
lutely certain conclusion, for it is possible 
that the single slip completely relieved 
the strain for the time. 

Some day—no one can tell when—the 
strain will again need relief, and renewed 
slipping will occur, and with it renewed 
shaking of the crust, the violence of 
which will depend upon the amount of 
slipping. It is a necessary result of 
mountain growth. This instance is but 
one of many thousands on record, and 
from all accounts apparently not one of 
the greatest magnitude. Ithasattracted 
our attention because it happened to be 
near a great centre of population, and 
not far away from habitations, as was the 
case with the Yakutat Bay earthquake, 
which was scarcely noticed. 

Coming so soon after the eruption of 
Vesuvius it is natural to think of associ- 
ation between the two phenomena. 
There is, however, no known geological 
reason for associating the two. They 
are too far apart,-and on two separate 
zones of earthquake. frequency. For 
these reasons they can hardly be sym- 


pathetic. Geologists will, I feel con- 
fident, agree that the close relation be- 
tween the eruption of Vesuvius and the 
Sov Francisco earthquake from the 
‘standpoint of time is a mere coincidence. 
pees shock is but one of many in the his- 
tory of California ; it is one out of many 
in the great circum-Pacific belt of earth- 
quakes even during the present year— 
one more movement chanced to come 
near a great city a short time after an 
eruption of Vesuvius. 

I am confident also that, barring its 
occurrence near a city, geologists will 
agree that the San Francisco earthquake 
is a normal outcome of rock movements 
| which are a necessary result of mountain 
'growth. The reason for the mountain 
growth, however, is not a subject upon 
which agreement would be so general. 
i This is not the place to enter into a dis- 
cussion of that subject, and it must 
suffice therefore to state a hypothesis 
most generally held by geologists as best 
supported by the evidence. This hy- 
pothesis is that the heated earth in cool- 
ing is contracting ; that in doing this the 
cold, rigid crust along certain lines is 
‘being crumpled, placed in a state of 
strain, and broken. When the break 
occurs and a renewed movement is 
forced along a previous line of breaking 
an earthquake results. The mountain 
belt which almost completely encircles 
the Pacific is receiving the thrust from 
the shrinking of the earth, and for that 
reason its mountains are rising all the 
way from the Southern Andes to the 
Bering Sea and from the Kurile Islands 
(in the North Pacific) to the East Indies. 
With this rising melted rock is forced 
out here and there in form of volcanic 
cones and by their eruptions and by the 
slipping of the rocks along fault planes 
earthquake shocks are occurring through- 
out the zone and may always be ex- 
pected to occur so long as the mountains 
continue to grow.—Last Boston Argus 
Advocate.

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OBITUARY. 


Mr. George I. South of Beverly passed 
away at his home on Washington street, 
Nov. 15, 1905, at the age of 76 years, 8 
months. He was sick from August to 
November, but bore his sufferings with 
Christian fortitude and never murmured. 
He went to Asbury Grove last season, 
but was obliged to leave on August 7, 
and never went out afterwards. He 
loved Asbury Grove and it was always a 
pleasure for him to spend his summers 
there with his family at their cozy cot- 
tage on Kingsley avenue. He leaves a 
widow, four sons and a daughter to 
mourn his departure. Mr. South was 
born in Liverpool, Nova Scotia, March 
10, 1829. He came to Salem, Mass., 
about 1855, moving from there to 
Gloucester, where he was a member of 
the old Elm Street M. E. church, singing 
in the choir, and also started a singing 
school in the early ’70’s. The editor 
was a member of one of his classes and 
still has in her possession the book from 
which the classsung. In 1872 he moved 
to Beverly, where he has since resided.

The many friends of Miss Frances 
Taylor, or “ Aunt Fannie,” as she was 
more often called, will regret to hear of 
her sudden death. She was born and 
educated in Boston, was always active 
and amiable, and brightened many homes 
where her services were needed. She 
was 76 years old on Thanksgiving Day. 
Sunday morning, Dec. 3, she had a 
slight shock, and later was stricken with 
pneumonia, which resulted fatally, passing 
away quietly Monday, Dec. 11, 1905. 
She had always enjoyed good health, and 
had never required the services of a phy- 
sician until her last illness.

East Boston Marine Landmark to Go. 
The old Cunard dock, where the first 


/Cunarder which ever crossed the Atlan- 


tic was berthed, from which the Britannia 
sailed the cold winter’s day, 60 years 
ago, when Bostonians were obliged to 
cut a seven-mile channel for her through 
the ice in the harbor until the open sea 
was reached, and which is one of the 


‘landmarks of Boston harbor, is to be de- 


stroyed. In its place will rise a fine, 
modern dock structure, with all the 
ilatest dock appliances, with water 


enough on either side to float the finest 
of modern liners, and its construction, it 
is rumored, is undertaken because one 
of the big Continental steamship lines 
stands ready to lease and establish a ser- 
vice to Boston. The old Cunard dock 
has been practically unused ever since 
the Cunard line abandoned it several 
years ago to occupy the fine dock the 
Boston & Albany had constructed for it 
a little distance down the stream. It 
has been used only occasionally of late 
when all other piers were crowded, and 
its occupants have usually been tramp 
steamers. The work of demolition has 
already begun, and a large gang of men 
is now at work clearing away the old 
pier and buildings, driving piling and 
erecting amodern pier. The old Cunard 
pier was first constructed in 1845, and 
at the time was considered one of the 
finest on this side of the water. Boston 
harbor at that time was filled with sail- 
ing ships, and the few steamers which 
crept slowly in and out were coasting 
craft, the mock of the swift packet ships. 
The Cunard line established its service 
between Liverpool and Boston because 
Boston was many hours nearer Liver- 
pool than New York. It was not for 
some years that New York was entered 
by Cunarders. Originally the dock was 
a double dock, the steamers entering in 
the centre. In 1874 it was rebuilt, and 
upon its completion was one of the best 
equipped terminals in the country. The 
wharf is owned by the Boston & Albany 
railroad, which corporation is making 
the improvements. Inquiry as to the 
reason for the move reveals nothing. It 
is well known, however, that there is an 
opening here for another Italian service, 
and a passenger service to one of the 
German ports would probably be profit- 
able.—Argus-Advocate.

The teachers should have a pleasing person- 
ality —a cheerful atmosphere, out of which will 
come good manners, Be courteous. The win- 
someness of personality goes far toward suc- 
cess. Jesus had this personality. The win- 
someness of Jesus drew the publicans and 
sinners to hear him. As to Method—The 
teacher should come in good season. There 
are, first, the Illustrative Method—use the 
method of Jesus; second, the Interpretative or 
Expositary Method, — get at the truths in every 
lesson, ‘dig’ for them; third, the Interrogative 
Method, ask questions, they awaken attention, 
test the pupil’s preparation of the lesson, de- 
velop thought; and test the teacher’s work, he 
having for his object the transferring of the les- 
son from his own mind and heart to the mind 
and heart of the pupil.

Beat all together thor- 
oughly and add one and three-quarters 
cups of flour. Bake 45 minutes.
